In . with Russia, the Bishop more 
tuan once impresses on us the necessity of 
keeping quite distinct in our minds two 
things: one, Russia as a land of indivi- 
duals, nine-tenths of whom the agricul- 
turists—have never bowed th knee to 
Communism ; the other, the present Soviet 
administration.

TRAFFIC STOPPED. 

In the meantime the crowd remained sing- 
ing and cheering in Nassau street. For fully 
half an hour the assemblage did not pack the 
street so closely that tramcars and motor cars 
could not pass through, but by 3 o'clock 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic at “hat end of 
the street became im ible. It as esti- 
mated at that hour that between 3,090 and 
4,000 people were packed in Nassan street 
between the Kildare street Club and Frede- 
rick street, South. The crowd, however, were 
orderly and good-humoured, and et no time 
did they give the police the slightest trouble. 
It was noted that they made way respect- 
fully for Dr. Gregg, the Archbishop of 
Dublin, who passed through to Kildare street. 

At 4.20 some of the Republican Deputies 
left Leinster House, but the greater number 
remained behind. Among those who came 
out was Mr. de Valera, who got a tremendous 
ovation from the gathering in Nassau street. 
He and his fellow-Doputſes were rushed in 
the middle of the crowd all along Nassau 
street and through College Green into College 
street, where it was arranged that a meeting 
should be held. Cheering, yelling, shouting, 
rushing, the crowd brought all traffic to a 
stop.

THE SPEAKER'S RE-ELECTION. 


When the House assembled sharp at 
3 p.m. there was an air of tense excite- 
ment on all the benches. The galleries 
were full, and in the distinguished 
strangers’ enclosure one noticed Herr von 
Dehn, Mr. Hathaway and several other 
foreign Consuls. The election of Speaker 
occupied little time. , 

Mr. Cosgrave made a graceful little 
speech, in which he referred to the 
“exquisite tact of Mr. Hayes. Mr. 
Johnson followed, and there was a regular 
procession of warm tributes to the former 
Speaker from all parts of the House. 
Mr. Hayes took the chair amid a scene of 
really spontaneous enthusiasm, and one 
could see that his re-election was 
welcomed by every member of the Dail. 

This spirit of enthusiastic unanimity, 
however, did not last long. After his 
name had been proposed for the Presi- 
dency of the Executive Council by two 
members of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party, Mr. Cosgrave rose quickly to his 
feet, and, speaking in his staccato, quick- 
firing style, launched a spirited attack on 
the Opposition groups. 

None of them was spared. Labour, the 
Farmers, the National League, the In- 
dependents, all got what was coming to 
them; but Mr. Cosgrave reserved the real 
lash of his tongue for the party that, 
while he was speaking in the Dail, was 
oceupied in the staging of an opéra bouffe 
in the hall of Leinster House, with poor 
Colonel Brennan filling an unwilling, but 
not unimportant, réle in its performance. 

As an American visitor remarked, the 
President “told Fianna Fail exactly 
where it got off the bus, and his vigorous 
defence of the Treaty made an excellent 
impression, almost, indeed, causing 
deputies to forget that he had been un- 
kind to them. Almost—but not quite. 


NO BLANK CHEQUE. 
When he had announced that he would 
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liament, who accept the present Constitu- 
tion and have taken the oath of allegiance 
tu the King, have given Mr. Cosgrave a 
mandate to form an Administration. To- 
day Mr. Cosgrave and his Ministers will 
have to abandon the grand strategy of 
their autocratic period for the study of 
parliamentary tactics. They will have 
to walk more warily, to draft new legisla- 
tion with an eye to the opposition parties, 
to learn the arts ‘of conciliation, and to 
present less surface to critics within and 
outside the Dail. Their present task is 
more difficult, but there is no reason to 
suppose that it will prove beyond their 
powers. 

The abolition of the former distinction 
between members of the Council and 
extern Ministers should make for greater 


}cohesion within the Government Party, 


while the composition of the new Cabinet, 
which differs but slightly from its pre- 
decessors, shows that the Ministers who 
have made a name for themselves in the 
last two Governments continue to enjoy 
the confidence of their party. In any 
case, Irishmen are ugually gifted with a 
full share—in some American cities they 
are accused of having more than a fair 
share—of the arts by which politicians ex- 
tricate themselves from their difficulties, 
and Mr. Cosgrave and his lieutenants are 
unlikely to prove an exception to this 
rule. 

Meanwhile, Mr. de Valera and his non- 
juring followers have indulged in their ex- 
pected demonstration against their ex- 
clusion from the Dail. Encouraged by 
their relative success at the general elec- 
tion, by some singular legal advice, and 
by the omission from the Constitution of 
the Free State of any penalty such as 
exists in this country for sitting or voting 
in Parliament withont having taken the 
oath, they seem to have hoped vaguely that, 
if they could once enter Dail Eireann, 
no one would dare expel them. They 
were refused permission, and withdrew to 
attend a demonstration of protest which 
they had prepared against their repulse. 
Their failure to bluff the constitutional 
parties into a surrender is very likely to 
cause consternation among many of their 
supporters. It is notorious that many 
electors, gave them their first preferences 
in the general election in the fond belief 
that the party would finally take the oath 
‘and enter Parliament. Rumours that 
this was their real intention were general 
and persistent, and it was not until the 
final returns had been ‘published that 
Mr. de Valera issued a statement to the 
contrary; which was obviously addressed 
to some of his followers as much as to the 
general public. The innocents who have 
thus disfranchised themselves may not 
deserve much sympathy, but their in- 
dignation is not likely to be  sup- 
pressed when they understand that, 
as Mr. Cosgrave very properly remarked 
in his speech yesterday, a very dishonest 
use had been made of this issue by 
Republican politicians and propagandists. 
The oath of allegiance is an integral part 
of the constitution of the Irish Free State, 
which is itself a bilateral agreement 
between the representatives of two equal 
States, and cannot be repudiated by one 
of the two contracting parties. 

Regret. may be felt, both in this country 
and among the increasing number of 
citizens of the Free State who wish to 
forget past quarrels, that there is stil] so 
much objection to the oath, but they will 
probably: find that Republicanism will 
henceforth be a failing force. They may 
also be comforted by the fact that the re- 
presentatives of its revolutionary wing 
have already been reduced to a handful 
by the general election; and by the hope

DESIRE FOR PEACE. 


HERR STRESEMANN 
REPLIES TO M. POINCARE. 


From Revcter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Thursday. 

Speaking in the Reichstag to-day, Herr 
Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, asked 
France whether the spirit of war was to 
stay for ever, or was the spirit of peace 
to prevail? 

“All the nations, he said, “who de- 
sire peace have the right to ask this 
question, for all bear the responsibility. 
What is M. Poincaré’s aim? The Ruhr 
policy or Loearno policy? One or the 
other is possible; but not one and the 
other. 

THE HAND OF THE CONQUEROR. 

“Germany is ready to grasp the hand 
stretched out to her in a spirit of con- 
ciliation, but not the hand of. the con- 
queror who offers his hand to the 
conquered. No one in Germany threatens 
France's security, and there is no respon- 
sible man in Germany who would be so 
criminal as to instigate Germany to war 
with any Power, either in the East or 
West. 

“We only want, eight years after the 
conclusion of peace, the restoration of 
German sovereignty. It was the present 


German Government which definitely 
announced its repudiation of any ideas of 
revenge. 


It was in these words that Herr Strese- 
mann replied to the speech made at Dune- 
ville last Sunday by M. Poincaré, the 
French Prime Minister, and his vigerous 
résponse met with the enthusiastic 
applause of the assembled deputies and 
public, including numerous foreign 
diplomats. 

NO ANCIENT HISTORY. 

Herr Stresemann said that he refused, 
although he could easily do so, to reply 
to the French Prime Minister's allega- 
tions in detail, for he was quite sure that 
the problem of the relations between 
France and Germany would not be 
brought nearer to a solution by digging 
up ancient history, and in this he was 
‘strengthened by the fact that the world’s 
knowledge of past events had made such 
progress that there was no reason to fear 
that such allegations as the French 
Premier's would be believed. 

He said that he preferred to discuss 
what M. Poincaré had said about the 
present time, and declared that the 
French Premier could be sure that his 
words about France's desire for the . 
restoration of good relations with 
Germany would find a strong echo in 
Germany. 

M. Poincarée’s reproach that a German 
warship is still named Elsass, declared 
the Foreign Minister, was incomprehen- 
sible, for the ship was built in 1903, and 
was specifically left to Germany by the 
Treaty of Versailles: 

Herr Stresemann pointed to the various 
declarations regarding Germany’s foreign 
policy which had been made by responsible 
Foreign Ministers, and suggested that the 
French Prime Minister would do better 
to cite these to his audience than to quote 
extracts from one speech or the other. 

DISARMAMENT. 

On the disarmament question, Germany, 
said Herr Stresemann, had given to the 
world a guarantee of peace which had 
been acknowledged by the Ambassadors’ 
Conference, and, he added amid laughter, 
“it could only be supposed that M. 
Poincaré was no longer in close enough 
touch with affairs to know much about 
them. 

The Foreign Minister pointed out that 
out of over one hundred questions relating 
to the military clauses of the Treaty of 
Versailles. about which there had been 
disputes with the Allies, only two ques- 
tions remained, and these were in process 
of being settled, so that a default by 
Germany was out of the question, 1d 
there was not the slightest reason to cast 
doubt on Germany's loyalty to the Treaty. 
RUSSIAN POLICY. 
He also referred to Germany's relations in 
ard to Russia, and said that the German 
Government regretted extremely the ruptured 
relations between Great Britain and Russia, 
and emphasised that no effort was made at

It was not a concession to Germany, but a 
condition on which the signing of the Treaty 
of Locarno was dependent. The Foreign 
Minister repeated the argument that, in 
accordance with the promises given by the 
Allies, their troops in the Rhineland must be 
reduced to “a normal number,” which could 
only mean the pre-war strength of the Ger- 


man garrison in the Rhineland. 


This question of the reduction of troops, 
Herr Stresemann said, had become a 2

If in this question 
the promise given by France was not kept, 
and, if in any one matter the promise was 
not fulfilled, the danger existed that other

Wo are entitled to demand that the Allies 
carry out the solemn promise made us. This 
question has become one of confidence: in 
the honesty of our co-signatories’ intentions, 
and it will not do to wait. until German 
public opinion has lost its patience on this 


question.” 


Herr Stresemann finally asserted that a 
reduction of the troops and the destruction 
of the Eastern fortifications were matters 
which were in no way connected with one 


another. 


The Foreign Minister’s speech was sub- 
jected to very few interruptions, and 
obviously met with the approval of the 
majority of the Reichstag parties, which 
were particularly pleased with the vigorous 


reply to M. Poincaré. 


By this speech, Herr Stresemann has 
strengthened his position, and there is no 
doubt that the vernment will obtain a 
comfortable majority in the — — if 


a vote of “ no confidence ” is introduced. 


The Centre deputy, Herr Kaas, who fol-

Poincaré’s speech should become the 
dominating opinion in French icy, then
